The unsere eyeball, or as much of the specimen as possible, will 
first be wrapoed in 2 pieces of paper upon which is writt ol in pencil, the nen 
Arny Serial Nunber, and rank of the individual from whon it wis romoved ae 
the essential data, to include medical or sureie: a1 diagnosis, right or left — 
eye, time of onset or injury, type of injury, and, if ‘possible, the Pet 
-Yesponsible, the prozress of the case and the date of removal. The medical - 
_ officer will clearly print his name, rank, Army Serial Number, unit, and APO 
number at. the bottom of the sheet, The specinen will then be wrepped with 
a AUZE securely tied, and then placed in a bottle or jar containing enough 
10% formaldehyde solution to cover it, The jar will be Labell ed, showing the 
“Patientts nane, Arny Serial Nwiber and rank, —
